Not to mention all the efforts 
that are being made or that might 
be made, to employ soldiers and 
war-workers in normal industries, 
there is one field which can ab- 
sorb all the unemployed labor 
likely to be available this year. 
It is the American farm. 

Farms always need workers. 
They are going to need more 
workers than ever from now on. 
The winter wheat sown last fall 
is estimated at 16 per cent more 
than the previous year. The out- 
look is for a bigger wheat crop 
than ever. It takes three or four 
men to reap what one man has 
planted. ; 

Other crops will correspond in 
magnitude, if the farmers, can 
get the man-power., for they real- 
ize the world-wide need of food 
and will do their best to mect the 
call as they have tried to meet it 
during the war period. 

There is plenty of soil. There 
is plenty of seed. There is prob- 
ably enough fertilizer. There is 
enough machinery. The _ thing 
needed is men. All who can pos- 
sibly be provided for farm work 
can be used to advantage, and all 
the food they produce can find 
a market. 

It is up to the federal, state 
and city governments to do more 
than ever before to bring the 
man and the land together, and 
it is up to all other possible agen- 
cies, public or private, to co-oper- 
ate in the work. If it is well 
done, the adversity feared will 
he turned into abundant pros- 
perity.

Frederich; the co-operation with 
the British fleet which destroved 
Von Spee’s ships in the Falkland 
island battle to which the Ger- 
man ships were forced through 
the maneuver of the Japanese 
fleet, and the pursuit of the raider 
Emden, which wag ultimately de. 
troved by the British eruisor 
Sydney. The Emden was the 
last seen of the German flag sin 
the Oriental waters.
